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DETAILED ACTION 
AlTowable Subject Matter 

Claims 69-1 36 are allowed. v 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art known to the Examiner is listed on the PTO 892 and IDS forms of the previous 
Office actions. None of the references or combinations thereof disclose or suggest 
providing a substrate having at least one exposed region of silicon and at least one 
exposed region of silicon nitride and/or comprising at least one exposed silicon region of 
one type of conductivity and at least one exposed silicon region of a different type 
conductivity, delivering, via a linear injector, ozone and TEOS into contact with the 
substrate and with each other, wherein the delivery of the ozone is pulsed on and off; 
and reacting the ozone and TEOS in contact with the substrate to selectively deposit 
silicon oxide onto the substrate as required by the presently claimed invention. 
Moreover, the terminal disclaimers submitted overcome the obviousness type double 
patenting rejections of record. Therefore, Claims 69- 136 are allowable over the cited 
prior art.
